Know ye, This is an Acknowledgment and Notice of Acknowledgment made under Utah Code Sections
72-5-309 through 310 inclusive, that the grant of the United States of America of “the right of way for the
construction of highways over public lands, not reserved for public uses” under United States Revised Statutes
2477 (43 U.S.C. Section 932 (repealed October 21, 1976, with proviso recognizing the validity of rights-of-way
already established)) was accepted for and on behalf of the State of Utah and its political subdivision Daggett
County as it pertains to the highway located in Daggett County known as Lower Willow Creek Spur Road;
County Road Number: B28A; State Geographic Information Database (SGID) Road Identification Number:
RD050015. Total road length is 0.22 miles more or less.

The reason for this Acknowledgment and Notice of Acknowledgment includes, but is not limited to, the fact
that the road was constructed, mechanically, or by continuous use as a public highway for a period of at least
ten years, over public lands not reserved for public uses, prior to the earlier of (a) the October 21, 1976 repeal of
R.S. 2477 or (b) the date the servient estate was reserved for public uses.

This Acknowledgment and Notice of Acknowledgment applies only to the segments of the road that traverse
land owned by the Bureau of Land Management, United States Department of the Interior, and does not apply
to segments of the road that traverse land owned by any other person or entity. The State of Utah and its
political subdivisions reserve the right to make further acknowledgments and notices of acknowledgment with
regard to road segments that traverse land owned by other entities, including the United States of America,
through one or more of its agencies.

The Appendices
listed in “Attachment 4” that contain the actual road centerline descriptions are incorporated herein by
reference. Affidavits provided by individuals familiar with the road are appended hereto as “Attachment 5.”

A printed copy of this Acknowledgment and Notice of Acknowledgment, together with its Attachments and
Appendices, may be viewed and/or obtained at the office of the Utah State Archives.

An electronic copy of this Acknowledgment and Notice of Acknowledgment, together with its Attachments and

The owner of the servient estate in the land underlying the road-segments subject to this Acknowledgment and
Notice is believed to be the United States of America through one or more of its agencies. Any of such agencies
or any other person with a servient ownership claim or a competing dominant estate right-of-way ownership
claim, may file a petition in the State District Court for Salt Lake County for a decision regarding the
correctness of this Acknowledgment. A claimant shall file a petition within sixty (60) days after receipt of this
Notice.
